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power to imperialists and militarists of the type of Greneral Bemhardi. 
The German assumptions regarding race and nationahty, which underlie 
the misplaced ingenuity of 'Volkerpsychologie' are telUngly exposed; 
anyone who knows Germany, especially German education and journalism, 
must remember those endless pedantic condemnations of the 'frivolous' 
French, the 'mercenary' English, the 'emotional, incoherent, barbaric' 
Slavs. It is interesting to note that both Professor Steffen and Mr. 
Robertson claim to be among 'those who recognize in the SociaUst ideal, 
the highest ethical and the highest economic, conceptions of civihzed life. 
In reply to the 'Kultur' argvunent, the British poUtician certainly scores 
here: "Norwegians and Swiss may be content to find happiness in culture; 
not so the German, who claims to be the most ' cultured of aU.' "
